5,000 Air 
Lifted From 
Cuba to U.S. 
MIAMI, Fla. (AP) - The 


number 
of refugees 
airlifted 


from Cuba to the United States 
since Dec. 1 has passed 5,000. 


With 160 arriving Monday, the 


total reached 1,257 men, 2,265 
women and 1,562 children. 


Under a rotating system with 


other airlines, Mackey Airlines 
began flying in refugees from 
Varadero Beach, the Cuban de- 
parture point. The flights, paid 
for by the U.S. government, are 
made twice a day on weekdays. 


Meanwhile, six men, including 


some of military age ineligible 
for the airlift, fled Cuba in a 23- 
foot boat. They reached Key 
Sal, north of Cuba, and were 
brought here by the U.S. Coast 
Guard. 


The Citizens Committee for a 


Free Cuba, an anti-Castro or- 
ganization, says an underground 
radio station is being construct- 
ed near Havana. 


The committee said Cuban 


Communications Ministry em- 
ployes believe the secret plant 
will be used to direct Commu- 
nist, guerrilla operations in Lat- 
in America. Soviet military offi- 
cers are supervising the con- 
struction, the report says.

interest rate rise to 4V« per cent 
is in the offing. They noted that 
ordinary commercial savings 
accounts and payments to build- 
ing and loan associations now 
yield at least 2V< per cent. 


They also noted that only this 


week the government accepted 
yields of up to 4.77 per cent for 
interest rates on its short-term 
borrowings. 


Within recent days, moroever, 


commercial banks have raised 
to 4% per cent the interest rates 
they will pay on medium-dura- 
tion savings certificates. 


Key members of the Senate 


committee that would have to 
act on any raising of the statu- 
tory interest rate indicated that 
the President does not intend to 
rais ethe rates beyond 4% per 
cent. 


Sens. Clinton P. Anderson, D- 


N.M., and Eugene J.. McCarthy, 
D-Minn., members of the Senate 
Finance Committee, said they 
had not been consulted before 
Fowler announced the Presi- 
dent's decision. 


McCarthy said, however, that 


the disclosure came as no sur- 
prise. He said other interest 
rates have increased substan- 
tially beyond what the govern- 
ment has been willing to pay 
citirens who invest in savings 
bonds.

HOLLYWOOD BEACH, Fla. — (NBA) — 


Two years ago, Tom Matte, was in a hospital 
bed and the doctors were telling him they 
might have to cut away three-fourths of his 
stomach. 


Bleeding ulcers can do that to a person, 
But somehow, with transfusions and other 


medication, the bleeding was controlled, the 
operation unnecessary. 


The ulcers, however, remained, and Tom 


Matte is still on a special diet, still drinks 
two-and-a-half quarts of milk daily and car- 
ries a bottle of Maalox wherever he goes. 


"They still bother me," Matte said, "but 


the strangest thing is that during the last 
few weeks of the season I didn't have any 
problems at all." 


Matte shook his head, shrugged 
his 
shoulders. 


"Don't ask me for explanations," he said, 


smiling. "Maybe the American Medical As- 
sociation knows why." 


The AMA doesn't know, though. Neither 


does Dr. Erwin E. Mayer, the Colts' team 
physician. 


"I have heard of cases like this," Dr. Mayer 


said, "but there just are no easy ways to 
explain it. With Tom, it was very interesting 
because we have to watch him closely. He is 
an extremely intense individual."

should have been back in the hospital in- 


stead of at quarterback for trie Colts dm ing 
the tense, final weefcs of the .fjfFL season

quarterback for the first time since he left 
Ohio State five years ago because Baltimore 
had tost Johnny Utiitas and Gary Cito^o 
through injuries.

$12 Billion 
to Esculate 
War Is Asked

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Johnson asks Congress to- 
day to vote a $12.761-billion in- 
stallment on the escalating bill 
for supporting the war in Viet 
Nam. 


The second supplemental de- 


fense money request this fiscal 
year will provide, among other 
thingr, ,f:T adding-113,000 men lo 
the armed forces and for buying 
their equipment. Civilian per- 
sonnel will be increased by 94.- 
000. 


Most of the new troops will be 


allotted to the Army and Marine 
Corps, the services fighting the 
ground war in Southeast Asia. A 
few thousand men will be given 
each to the Air Force and Navy. 


If Congress approves, as ex- 


pected, the U.S. armed forces 
will go to 3,093.000 men — high- 
est since a year after the Ko- 
rean war. 


Johnson's formal request to 


Congress was expected to pro- 
vide details on the proposal for 
$12.346 billion in military money 
and MIS million for the econom- 
ic side of the U. S. effort in Viet 
Nam. 


The in-depth specifics may 


not emerge until Secretary of 
Defense Robert S. McNamara 
testifies in support of the money 
request Thursday. 


From the skimpy information 


let out ahead of the presidential 
communication to Congress, it 
is known that $4.6 billion of the 
new supplemental will be spent 
by June 30, the end of the cur- 
rent fiscal year. 


This, together with a $l.7-bil- 


lion add-on to the defense bud- 
get for Viet Nam last summer,

year. This is about $6 billion 
higher than expected when the 
regular defense budget went to 
Captol Hill nearly a year ago.

Step Up War

(AP) - High-level U.S. plan- 
ners in Viet Nam say the United 
States and South Viet Nam must 
step up th war, not de-escalate 
it, if the Communists are to be 
brought to the conference table 
and a favorable peace worked 
out, highly reliable sources re- 
ported today. 


Top-level thinking is that in 


the unlikely event Hanoi and the 
Viet Cong ask for an armistice, 
Allied pressure s h o u l d be 
stepped up rather than eased. 
The bombings against North 
Viet Nam should be resumed 
and intensified, it is argued. 
Fighting should not end before 
the conclusion of peace talks. 


These views, which appear at 


variance with President John- 
son's current peace offensive, 
have been transmitted to Wash- 
ington. What response has been 
msde, if any, is not known. 


The messages to Washington 


stressed th,at any peace could 
easily be lost unless the peace 
agreement 
contains 
ironclad 


guarantees that c a n and would 
be 
enforced. Otherwise, the 


American planners say, a Com- 
munist take-over is clearly pos- 
sible. 


Other warnings lo W'shing.'on 


include a suggestion that no 
peace treaty be sought that 
would force North Vietnamese 
President Ho Chi M'nh to admit 
defeat, even by implica'ion. 


This, top planners feel, coulrl 


result in Ho's overthrow by a 
more aggressive, more Pekins- 
oriented faction which would 
renew the war. 


It is understood that some 


planners have urged the John- 
son administration to draw up a 
politically realisHc list of objec- 
tives expected from any peace 
(-nference. 


Another suggestion was to set 
" tight time limit for peace 
talks so thev would not drag on 
endlessly while the Communists 
continued to put on pressure in 
the countryside, where they now 
have a better grip than the 
South Vietnamese government. 


Some top U.S. planners in 


Viet Nam also warn against en- 
trusting ultimate supervision of 
the pence to the International 
Control Commission which was 
tn'ven the job by the 1954 and 
1962 Geneva conferences.
